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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 5/19/2005 has been considered and made of 
record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 2 and 6-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mathus 
(US 5,972,694). 

With respect to claim 2 and 14, the reference of Mathus discloses a diffusion cell (See 
Figure 9B) comprising a receptor (44) and donor (18) compartment, wherein the receptor 
compartment (44) is a single-chambered compartment that includes a first outlet and a second 
outlet, a diffusion membrane (42) and the donor compartment (18) are positioned over the first 
outlet, and the second outlet forms a bubble trap and a sampling arm, wherein a bottom surface 
of the diffusion membrane (42) forms at least a portion of the top surface of the receptor 
compartment and the first outlet of the receptor chamber is formed such that the portion of the 
top surface of the receptor compartment formed by the bottom surface of the diffusion membrane 
inclines upward toward the second outlet (See Drawing Below).

With respect to claims 6, 7, 15 and 18, the device of Mathus includes a bubble channel 
that connects the first outlet and second outlet (See Drawing above). 

With respect to claims 8 and 1 1, the diffusion cell is made of a top section (24) and 
bottom section (32) (See Drawing above). 

With respect to claims 9 and 12, the top section includes the first outlet (See Drawing 

above). 

With respect to claims 10 and 13, the top section includes the first and second outlets 
(See Drawing above). 

With respect to claims 16 and 19, the device includes an incline towards the second outlet 
(See Drawing above). 
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With respect to claim 17, the receptor compartment includes the first and second outlets 
in the top surface (See Drawing above).
